The danger- zones are in the south, 


central and southern sections of the 
state. From the North Country, prac- 
tically no disquieting reports 
ha.ve 


been, received. 
The sea'son has not 


'been so dry there and the woods aue 
in less tinder-like condition. 


State Forestry Commissioner 
John 


H. Foster said today that .the drought 
in southern Xew Hampshire was the 
worst in years. Rockinsham county 
has been particularly 
affected, 
but 


Merrimack, Eelknap, Hillsborough and 
Cheshire counties have suffered from 
lack of rain. It would be easy to start 
.bad forest 'fires if there should be the 
least relaxation ot caution. 
One of 


the chief sources of danger is the port- 
able sawmill and not a few fires are 
started in this way. Mill"owners are 
repeatedly cautioned to make sure that 
spark arresters work properly, and on- 
ly last week several mills were tem- 
porarily banned because of defective 
equipment in this respect. 


Hunters, said Mr. Foster, probably 


start fires less frequently than most 
people think. The real sportsman is 
as., anxious as anyone not to burn up 
the woods. Iresjjonsible youths who 
go out from -to\vns on Sundays and 
who carry guns are not hunters in 
the real meaning of the word. These 
same youths, who carelessly toss away 
matches and cigarette stubs, 
cause 


just as much trouble in the 
spring, 


when they are seeking mayflowers, as 
in the fall, wken they try, usually in 
vain, to kill partridges. 


The cigarette. Mr. Foster went on. is 


a bad thing. It may ~be no more in- 
jurious to the smoker than pipe or ci- 
gar, but it has the dangerous. qualify 
of not going out until it has complete- 
ly consumed itself, and so it is almost 
certain to kindle a fire if it' is dropped 
in proximity to dry-grass or leaves. 
"The moral," M.r Foster added, "is to 
stamp on a cigarette stub when you 
drop it." 


The rain of Sunday night will help 


much, if it was at all widespread. A 
little rain at this time of the j'ear. is 
worth almost more than a downpour in 
midsummer. 
The' fallen leaves hold 


moisture a long time and the sun is 
neither so hot nor so direct in its rays 
as earlier in the season. 


"We have had cause for anxiety," 


•said Mr. Foster in conclusion, "but so 
for the late summer and fall have been 
marked by good fortune in the matter 
of fires in the woods."
